Chief Engineer’s Report 


PETERBOROUGH, N. H., Feb. 15, 1919. 

To THE SELECTMEN OF PETERBOROUGH, N. H.: 

Gentlemen:—As Chief of the Fire Department I wish to 
submit the following report of the Department for the year 
1918. During the year the organization has been changed 
at the center. In the past the Department has been made 
up of three companies, each having three officers, and making 
a total of nine officers. We now have one company with three 
officers, thus doing away with the liability of a division of 
authority. The men are being instructed in all branches of 
the service rather than in any special part. 

Under the new plan any member will be expected to perform 
any duty assigned him, and the Fire Wards think that better 
results will be obtained through this change in the Department. 
During the year we have had to make a different arrangement 
with the telephone company in regard to blowing the fire alarm. 
They refused to blow the district number fromthe central 
telephone station and in consequence of that we have installed 
at the telephone office a two hole transmitter switch which 
simplifies the blowing of the test or the fire signal. 

The fire signal is three blasts of the gong, followed by the 
district number from the Fire Station. | 

The Deluge tub at the West Village has been discarded as 
a fire fighter, and the Company organized so as to co-operate 
with the White Mills organization. ‘The Department organiza- 
tion as at present is Deluge Company at the West Village or 
White Mills and the Combination Company at the Central 
Station. 

The equipment is practically the same as last year, except 
the change noted. 

The apparatus and equipment consist. of one combination 
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chemical and hose motor truck, one hand fire engine pump 
“‘Aqaurius,” two hook and ladder trucks, hand drawn, three 
hose reels, 20 hand chemical fire extinguishers, 2 hand force 
pumps, 34 pails, 2500 feet of 214 inch linen fire hose, 200 feet 
of 34 inch chemical rubber hose, 62 shovels, 4 bog hoes, 8 fire 
axes, 2 woodman’s axes, 8 lanterns, one 50 foot extension ladder, 
two 35 foot extension ladders, one 22 foot extension ladder and 
one 20 foot, also 150 feet of wall ladders, 4 roof hook ladders, 2 
large grab hooks and ropes, 4 iron bars and number of hand 
hooks. 

During the year the Department has responded to 26 calls, 
three buildings, five grass and 18 chimney fires. 

We would call the attention of the people, to pay a little 
more attention to the condition of their chimneys and take a 
little more pains where their coal or wood ashes are thrown. 

As Forest Fire Warden I have issued 33 fire permits. We 
hope the citizens who have litter or rubbish to burn would pay 
a little more attention to this part of the Fire Laws.

Report of School Board 


The conduct of schools everywhere during the past year has 
been somewhat difficult. The changing of the fiscal year by 
legislative enactment from the old system of February 1st to 
January 31st which was in our minds much preferable to the 
present year from September ist to August 31st, causes the 
report of the Treasurer in this year’s report to extend over a 
period of eighteen months. Furthermore, it makes it necessary 
at the annual meeting to raise money to be spent for a year 
which begins the first of September following the school meeting. 

It is beyond the power of any school board to accurately 
estimate the expenses so far ahead. ‘Teachers’ salaries must 
be fixed, fuel bought and repairs made. Who can tell what 
price must be paid for coal and wood a year hence? Who knows 
what repairs will be needed for our buildings during the long 
vacation in the summer of 1920? To say nothing about salaries 
to be paid for teaching. 

The epidemic of influenza which has prevailed everywhere 
during the last few months has caused a great deal of confusion 
aside from time lost. No doubt your board has been criticised 
for closing or not closing the schools, but they have tried to 
exercise judgment and do what seemed to them best for all 
concerned and the fact that but two deaths among the pupils 
have occurred, seems to indicate that they have not greatly 
erred. 

Naturally, some parents have kept their children at home 
some of the time, but your board have felt that the children 
were far safer at school than running about the streets this 
winter. 

Special attention is called to the report of the Medical Board 
herein published. It shows beyond doubt that our system of 
medical inspection has produced good results. The Medical 
Board have given freely of their time to this work and have made 
reports without fear or favor. It will be noticed that a steady 
decrease in defects is shown, due to the fact that parents have 
heeded the advice of the Board. Especially is this noticeable 
in defective eyesight. In this one defect the expense of medical 
inspection is justified. The fact that the number of defects 
found exceeds the number of pupils examined, simply denotes 
that in some cases several defects were found, while the number 
of children without any defects was small. 

The crowded condition of the Center School building is a

problem that must soon be solved. Forty-five to fifty children 
making up two grades are entirely too many for one teacher to 
handle, yet no other course is available at present. The High 
school is over crowded also. Room for Physical and Chemical 
Laboratory work is badly needed. 

The special committee appointed at the last school meeting 
have this matter under advisement and will submit a report 
with recommendations at the school meeting. | 

The outside school buildings are in fairly good condition 
with the exception of the out houses, and your board have 
plans under way which will very soon be put in force to relieve 
that condition. 

New seats are badly needed in Centre building and a more 
modern up-to-date seat than those now in use should be pro- 
vided. This matter has been under consideration for some 
time but other things seemed needed more and your board has 
not felt that it was best to make the expenditure which would 
be required. 

A range has been installed in the domestic arts room on the 
top floor of the Centre building. Heretofore oil stoves have 
been used entirely in this department. ‘This is a more practical 
arrangement. By it pupils learn the first principles of cooking, 
building and keeping a fire. 

It is the policy of your board to retain teachers who are 
doing good work even though the salaries advance as they | 
have during the past three or four years, but a careful study of 
salaries must show that teachers are not yet overpaid. No 
business concern lets an employee who is giving satisfaction go 
for a matter of a few dollars, and why should not the same 
apply to school affairs? Peterborough wants the best schools, 
not schools as good as other towns, but better than other towns. 

The estimate of next year’s expenses published in the Budget 
is tentative. The bill now pending in the legislature, if passed, 
will increase our expenses, and it is on account of this bill that 
our school meeting Is being delayed. 

Your school board has had the support of the parents and 
citizens both morally and financially to a marked degree, and 
it is by that support they are able to maintain and build up 
the standard of our schools. ;

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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To THE SCHOOL BOARD OF PETERBOROUGH: 


Herewith is submitted for your consideration my first annual 
report on the condition and needs of your schools. My term 
of service with you began in August and this report is based on 
a knowledge of your schools gained since that time. It will, 
therefore, be somewhat general in character. 


It is an entirely commendable spirit shown when those who 
furnish the funds for any undertaking desire to know exactly 
how they are expended, and what have been the results of the 
expenditure. And this is particularly commendable where 
money iIs-raised for a particular undertaking. As to what the 
school funds have been spent for an examination of your financial 
statement will show. It is much harder to indicate the results 
of the expenditure. As to what has been accomplished in the 
matter of buildings, equipment, and physical features the 
results are self evident, but as to the deeper results, the moral, 
intellectual, and spiritual development of the children, and 
their growth into men and women of staunch integrity and 
upright citizenship, only time will tell. 


As to the condition and needs in the matter of buildings the 
following is suggested. Of the buildings outside of the Center 
they are, I think, kept up rather better than is often the case 
In one room rural schools. Of course with buildings of this 
character, without an entire remodeling they ordinarily cannot 
be made to conform to high standards. In some matters of 
detail, however, they could be made much more comfortable 
and suitable for school purposes. However, as these matters 
have been taken up with you I will not go into detail here. 
It will be sufficient to say, perhaps, that they include:—(1) a 
definite plan of house cleaning two or three times a year; (2) 
retinting and repairing of walls and ceiling where necessary; 
(3) oiling of all school floors where the nature of the floor makes 
this advisable; (4) equipping of each school room with suitable 
blackboards; (5) equipping of each school room with more 
suitable seating facilities. The above are all matters which 
need attention, and, while they probably cannot all be accom- 
plished at once, they could be made the basis of a definite policy 
of school house improvement. 


One pleasing feature of the buildings outside of the Center is 
the method of heating and ventilating the rooms. All, with 
the exception of the South school, are equipped with the Smith 
system, which, when properly operated, is an excellent one.

ATTENDANCE 

From an examination of the statistical tables appended, it 
will be noted that the total enrollment for the year ending 
June, 1918, was 441, an increase of 8 over the previous year. 
Average membership and average attendance was not quite 
so large. The per cent. of attendance dropped from 92% in 
1917 to 90.1% in 1918. Of course, due to the epidemic of 
influenza in town the attendance so far this year has been very 
unsatisfactory. Under normal conditions there should be no 
reason why we could not reach the 95 or 96 per cent. mark. 
It requires regular attendance on the part of the pupils to insure 
steady progress in their school work, and in almost all cases an 
examination of the register will show that the pupils who are 
making the least progress are those who have been most irregular 
In attendance. If a child stays out for a day that day, so far 
as his progress is concerned, in the great majority of cases, Is 
lost, for he cannot make up the work suitably, and he loses 
the class instruction which is a very important factor. At the 
most a child recetves only about 175 days of school a year, and 
if he its absent ten or fifteen, and in some cases even more, it 
seriously interferes with his progress. This is a matter, prima- 
rily, for parents to attend to, and a careful consideration of what 
it means in the education and development of the child would, 
I feel certain, bring about the desired results. 


Course OF STupDy 

The work of the grades follow, as closely as possible, the 
program of studies for Elementary schools as outlined -by the 
state department. This outline is intended to make possible 
the organization of the school on a basis of six years in the 
elementary schools and six years in the secondary school, 
divided into the junior and senior departments which, in our 
case, for administrative purposes, Is considered as one school. 
In order to carry out this plan logically throughout the town, the 
seventh and eighth grades in the outside schools should become 
an integral part of the Center school. The first step has been 
taken in allowing all seventh and eighth grade pupils to come 
to the Center school. Some have availed themselves of the 
opportunity. The next step, naturally, would be for the town 
to transport to the Junior High at the Center all children of the 
seventh and eighth grades who live too far away to walk. By 
doing this the outside schools would be relieved of the necessity 
of caring for these grades, and the time thus gained could be 
given to intensifying the work in the first six grades. It would 
also be a Inog step towards equalizing school advantages in 
all parts of the town. 
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To my mind the work of the first six grades has a vital bearing 
on the future education of the child, for on whether the work 
during this period is well done or poorly done depends future 
progress. Therefore, it is my purpose to emphasize the work in 
the first six grades. 


THe HicuH ScHoou 

The High School faculty remains the same as last year,with 
the addition of an extra teacher. That this addition was a step 
in the right direction is evident from the intensified efforts being 
put upon English and the languages, and also from the fact that 
it permits a much closer co-ordination between the Junior and 
Senior departments of the school. Perhaps the most serious 
handicap under which the school is working at the present time 
is the lack of suitable class rooms and laboratory facilities. 
However, as this is a matter which, I understand, its being 
investigated, I shall not comment further on it. As to the 
internal organization and work of the school I submit extracts 
from the report of the Headmaster. 


EXTRACTS FROM HEADMASTER’S REPORT 

“The formal requirements of the curriculum have been 
Increased and the standard of the school has been steadily 
raised during the past two and one-half years until now the 
requirements are as severe as a public High School should 
maintain.” . 

“The tardiness regulations which have been in vogue for the 
two years previous to September, 1918, have been removed 
since they have served their purpose by practically eliminating 
tardiness. Especial emphasis is still placed on the necessity 
of promptness in attendance, and the total number of tardinesses 
for the first semester of the current year has been far below 
normal.” 

“The efficiency of the school has been greatly increased by 
the addition of one teacher to the High School faculty. It ts 
now possible to maintain a Junior High School with a thoroughly 
up-to-date curriculum as well as to improve the work of the 
Senior High School. Following are the courses offered in the 
Junior High School:—

“The Independent Is used each week in the History, English 
and Economics courses. In History and Economics the dis- 
cussion of current political and economics subjects is further 
based on the daily papers. For this purpose every Senior is 
required to spend at least 20 minutes per day in reading an 
approved daily newspaper. Oral reports by Seniors on current 
events form a part of the Chapel program three times each 
week.” 

PuystcaAL EDUCATION 


“Folk Dancing is required of all girls in the Senior and Junior 
High Schools 15 minutes each week; while the Junior High boys 
have an equal period in Dumb Bell work and the Senior High 
boys in Indian Club and Fencing drills. It is to be regretted 
that more time cannot be given to physical training, but the 
lack of a gymnasium with even simple fittings seems to make 
it impractical.” 


LuncuH Room 


“The school lunch room has been successfully conducted 
along the lines proposed in the 1918 report. During the last 
three months the patronage has been less than last year, due 
to the fact that the mild weather has made it unnecessary for 
the large number of students to remain at noon. The report of 
the Household Arts teacher filed in my office in June, 1918, 
shows that the lunch room was self supporting and that it 
paid a considerable amount to the Household Arts department.

From the report of the supervisor of music I quote the fol- 


lowing: 

“‘We have returned to the Weaver System of music which has 
been used with so much success tn former years in Peterborough 
schools. A feature of this method is individual singing. At 
the beginning of the school year when each child’s voice was 
tested, and his ability to sing stmple melodies as well, it was 
found that a great many children were unable to read simple 
music at sight. On this account special care is being taken in 
the lower grades that each child shall have individual attention, 
and shall be equipped from the first with a good working 
knowledge of music. * * * As large a _ percentage of 
children can be taught to read music as to read print. * * * 
In the High School a boys’ Glee Club has been organized and 
four part music Is being studied.” 
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Miss Baker, the supervisor of Manual Arts, reports: 

“Our aim is to do work that Is practical, and that will give 
the pupils a better idea of good design, and a better knowledge 
of the careful construction and decoration of simple, useful 
objects... * °*,..*.. In. the .Manual’ Tramimy the boys sare 
allowed to choose what to make with the approval of the teacher. 
In this way they can surely make things that they can use in 
their homes, something that is needed by each individual. 
The high cost of lumber prevents their making many large 
objects. The boys make book racks, coat hangers, boxes, 
chicken coops, stands, hall trees, etc. They are interested 
in their work, and often work after school. 

The schools, and especially the country school, is the largest 
interest which confronts our people today. Surveys are being 
made revealing the condition of the school. Commissioners 
are being ap>ointed to consider the state of education with a 
view to showing its strength and weakness. This ts excellent. 
Before treating a patient it Is necessary to diagnose the disease. 
But when all this has been done the fact still remains that the 
greatest single factor in the improvement of the schools lies 
with the community itself. Its desires, condition, and ideals 
will be reflected, in a large measure in the condition of the 
schools. 

In conclusion, permit me to express my appreciation of your 
hearty support, and for the interest of all who have the welfare 
of the schools at heart.

Medical Inspectors’ Report 


The Medical Inspection Act was adopted by the School 
District of Peterborough at its annual March meeting, 1916, 
and the physicians of Peterborough were appointed Medical 
Inspectors. A certain amount of time was spent trying to 
acquaint ourselves with the duties that were required of us 
as Inspectors, therefore, the report that we render at this time 
are those of two full years’ work. 

There are in Peterborough, tn addition to the grade schools, 
five outlying districts varying from two miles to four miles out. 

The law of New Hampshire regarding Medical Inspection 
in School Districts presents four recommendations, namely: 

(a) School physicians shall make at least one annual inspection 
of all pupils, teachers, janitors, and other employees, and 
buildings. 

(b) On report of the Medical Inspectors, the School Board 
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shall take such steps as the health of the pupils, in their judg- 
ment, demands. 

(c) Annual inspection of the eyes and ears of all school 
children. | 

(d) Report to the parents in case of any physical or mental 
defect. 

First of all, the Board of Medical Inspection had in mind 
the welfare of the children before us for examination. And at 
this time the Medical Board wish to thank the able School 
Committee for their active support in conducting this work. 
The examining board was ever mindful of that high ideal, the 
betterment of conditions, therefore, the Board divided its 
work as follows: 

First:—The detection and to notify parents of physical 
defects. 

Second:—The detection and exclusion of cases of parasitic 
and contagious diseases. 

Third:—To recommend better hygienic conditions in and 
about the schools. 

Fourth:—The diagnosis and recommendations of mental 
deficiency. 

Fifth:—The detection of uncleanliness and untidy children, 
and giving them gentlemanly advice for the same. 

It has been the conception of the Medical Inspectors to 
combine the recommendation made by the New Hampshire 
State Law, and our labor for better conditions in school life. 

First:—We have on file a physical record of each child in 
school (except those absent when the examination was made) 
up through each grade, including the High School, using the 
examination blanks prescribed and approved by the State Board 
of Health. Wherever a defect was found in a child by one 
of the examining physicians it was referred to the other members 
of the Board for their inspection and opinion. The re-examina- 
tion was to determine the exact condition before the report was 
delivered to the parents; in all cases of physical defects a 
report has been sent direct to the parents of children in whom 
defects were found, signed by the full board of Medical Inspec- 
tors. 

The New Hampshire law makes no suggestion whatever for 
the correction of the defects found, nor for any treatment, but 
leaves the matter entirely to the parents, as to treatment 
advised by the family physician. 

Second:—The exclusion of children from school because of 
parasitic diseases (meaning lice and itch), has been our rule. 
With some parents it has caused great indignation, with others 
decided gratitude; to exclude from school parasitic diseases is 
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to protect the clean children. 

Third:—The school buildings and surroundings have been 
inspected repeatedly as to hygienic conditions, with reeommend- 
ations to clean the same. 

Fourth:—In certain cases where physical defects were 
pointed out to unconscious parents, they have been treated, 
and on our subsequent inspection the child’s condition was very 
much improved. ! 

Your Medical Inspection Board presents the following for 
your consideration as to whether the inspection is a benefit or 
not. There remains a pathetic number of physical defects 
in the school children who can not be well nourished until 
such source of infection is treated.

With the aforesaid synopsis table plus the about forty new 
pupils each year one can easily see the benefit derived from 
school inspection. 

, It gives a thorough examination to each pupil, and in many 
instances suggestions and corrections have been made that 
have resulted in much good. 

The departments of eye and teeth especially have been 
benefited. 

The many flattering remarks made by parents, to your Board 
as to the value of the work, has gone a long way to repay the 
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Board for the time and labor devoted to this department of 
our giving an up-to-date method of education, and we hope 
the school district should continue to carry out this provision 
of the school law that the same hearty co-operation of both 
School Board and parents be given to your Board of Examiners. 

Your Medical Inspection Board presents the following 
recommendations: 

Cleaning of vaults at outlying schools. Special mention of 
unsanitary conditions of West Peterborough school, together 
with its poor ventilation. 

Toilet arrangements at High School Building; suggestion of 
change of urinal; some arrangement of privacy on girls’ side. 
Toilet paper in each closet. Supplying of soap and towels 
in all schools. Better heating in upper grade of High School 
Building, and some improvement of its ventilation. Better 
lighting; better painting.
